Mr. I. K. Felch, authority in such mat- 
ters, makes tho following interesting 
statement: "Many are not aware of the 
fact that to [place a pair of these birds 
on exhibition to match in a general ob- 
servation of color and to appeal alike 
the female will lie spangled with full, 
round black spots, while the male will bo 
laced with black. A male with spangled 
plumage looks very light in color as com- 
pared to a female of like plumago." 

The Poultry Yard, commenting "ii the 
foregoing, says: '-While this may be 
true, we should hardly advocate such a 
mating for exhibition and certainly not 

the uniform character of the markings, 
and while -birds not matchinc in Die 
show Dm' is not a i 
the Polish, as it is foi 
wo should regard a pair of birds, ono of 
which was laced and the other spangled, 
no matter how well they matched, no far 
as resiiects a superficial view, as not 
matched at all. If we are to have span- 
gled buds, let us linvo them spangled. 
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The Silver Polish chick when first 
hatched is of a smudgy gray color, and 
as in the case of the Golden vnriety the 
darker chicks make usually the best 
laced fowls. The little chicks give from 
their birth, therefore, strong indications 
of what they will be when matured, and 
one who should select the dark ones 
with a large protuberance upon the 
skull, covering nearly the whole of the 
head, In nine cases out of ten would se- 
cure the finest exhibition birds. 



Professor J. M. Bloss of the Ontario 
State college gives, in a recent lecture 
on tile drainiug, some true and some 
fulso theories.

Seedlings produced slightly better by 
weight than cuttings, but individual 
fruits on cuttings were very much the 
larger.

Varieties that made the best showing 
the past season were Early Paragon, 
King Humbert. Dwarf Champion. Car- 
dinal, Livingston's Bounty, Lonllard, 
Early Acme.

An enterprising < >hio farmer says 
he bi, ds that his best wheat, where tho 
plants are crowded so as to produce the 
largest yield, does not produce as hirgo 
ami plump a berry its wheat that grows 
more thinly and yields less. He be- 
lieves the yield is hugely determined by 
pedigree and kept on selecting seed from 
the best parts of his field with steadily 
increasing yields. The idea is well 
worth thinking about.

Nobody 
W ould think of selecting seed corn from

to obtain rennet ; in fact, the majority of 
our best factories in this province use 
prepared rennet extracts, which are more 
satisfactory than the product obtained 
by th.- old laithed ot slaughtering the 
calves and soaking the rennets or stom- 
achs. 

With reference to the rennet having 
no effect in "converting the casein Into 
MgaaHUa food, "and with all due respect 
to the authorities quoted, I found last 
winter that rennet did have the effect of 
ripeuing the cheese.
